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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

Claims 1-20 and 22-46 are pending. Claims 1-20, 24, 25, 41 and 44-46 are 
canceled. Claims 22, 23, 26-40 and 42-43 are pending. Claims 22, 23, 26, 27, 29, 31 , 
32, 33, 35 and 36 are amended. 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pg. 10, filed 10/06/2009, with respect to claims 41 
and 44 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The objection of 06/08/2009 
has been withdrawn. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pg. 10, filed 10/06/2009, with respect to claim 46 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 101 rejection of 06/08/2009 has 
been withdrawn. 

3. Applicant's arguments, see pgs. 10-12, filed 10/06/2009, with respect to claims 
22, 23 and its' dependents have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 103 
rejection of 06/08/2009 has been withdrawn. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 22, 23. 26-40, 42 and 43 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 22 and 23 contain subject matter not found either in whole or in 

combination in the prior art. Claims 22 and 23 are directed toward a computer system 
for managing collateralized obligations including; 

a. Identifying a plurality of debt obligations according to terms of an asset 
management agreement, which together constitute a single debt index; 

b. Receiving a first and second investment deal to link to the single debt 
index according to the terms of the asset management agreement, wherein one 
or more investors can invest in the first and second investment deals, and 
wherein the single debt index serves as the reference portfolio for the first 
investment deal; 

c. Receiving a request to substitute at least one debt obligation from the 
plurality of debt obligations in the single debt index; 

d. Determining if predefined criteria for selecting and substituting the at least 
one debt obligation from the plurality of debt obligations in the single debt index 
is satisfied according to the terms of the asset management agreement; and 

e. Changing, responsive to the request o substitute the at least one debt 
obligation from the plurality of debt obligations in the single debt index, an 
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obligation of the linked first investment deal linked to the single debt index 
according to the terms of the asset management agreement.
